The penalty is from $100 to $500 
fine for each shipment made in 
violation of statute. The Depart- 
ment of Agriculture will submit to 
the Attorney General such specific 
recommendations as it may deem 
proper. Where there are exten- 
uating circumstances leniency will 
be recommended, but in the cases 
of old offenders, the Department of 
Justice will be asked to prosecute 
to the limit.
